THE FOUNDEB OF THE HOUIETV OF FHIKNIIS. 


—"AMember of tha Society of Friends" 
writes to tho London Daily News, "An in- 
stance that tho necessities of the living 
sometimes crowd in upon tho repose of tho 
dead is found iu tho proposed disiiitermont 
of the bouos of George Fox, .the fotinder of 
the society of Friends. "When Fox died, 
iiino score years ago, ho was borne to linn- 
hill-fiolda for interment, nud ;t()0!) FriondH 
followed in solemn procession to tho grave 
tbe body of him who was in life their leader, 
and who was in death, Penn said, Hho most 
pleasant corpse' ho ever looked upon. The 
Quaker's burial ground adjoining Colcman 
street. Bunhill row, has long been closed 
for burial, and houses and high walls sur- 
round this classic 'God's acre' of tho sect. 
A tradition lingers that about 120 ycara ago, 
workmen removing a wall enrno upon the 
coflin of the Quaker leader: and in curiosity 
they removed a part of Iho inner leaden

cent reinterment of all that remains of tho 
groat Quaker.

DUNCAN, SUEKMAN & Co.— It is reported 


by telegrnph from San Francisco that Dion 
Boucicault projioses to bring an action 
against Duncan, Sherman £ Co, on tho 
ground (hat those- honorable bankers havo 
been guilty of fraud in disposing of their 
property just previous lo thoir failure. Tho 
case is certainly peculiar. It secnis that 
this firm divested themselves of nearly nil 
the reitl L*»tiito they held, not only iu New 
York but also in St. Louis, but in every 
case they had taken tho precaution not to 
have tho transfers recorded. From this ono 
would infer that tho firm had been in A du- 
bious position for years, nnd that they put 
their properly out of Ihcir possession, yet 
omitted to register Iho deeds of trnnsferin 
tho various registry officog, thus keeping up 
tho appearance of wealth and solidity while 
in reality they possessed little or nothing. 
Thoro is clearly a defect in our laws. This 
is an "honorable" firm, of course, and what 
lias happened may bo a mere coincidence. 
But there nro other firms not so honorable, 
nnd they might do such things for the pur- 
pose of cheating {heir creditors. Tho law 
ought to provide that no transfer ia com- 
plete until it is registered. Thou it would 
be impossible for honorable or dishonorable 
firms to hnvo tho appearance of holding 
Inrgo properties which wero really out of 
thoir possession. It is to bo hoped that Mr, 
Boucicault will press his suit and discover 
what tho law in such cases really is, and 
ascertain whether "honorable1' bankers can 
dispose of thoir property to relatives just as 
thoy are about to bccoujo bankrupt.—[Now 
York Graphic.
